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CTION on the part of workmen in the Hudson and 

Oldsmobile plants in the Detroit area which ex- 
presses extreme dissatisfaction with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and announces a desire to have nothing 
to do with the Green organization is today’s spot news 
so far as this industry is concerned. Otherwise every- 
thing is hotsy-totsy with us—production unexpectedly 
high for this season of the year, and retail sales holding 
up in a way that must satisfy the optimists and make 
even the pessimists grin a bit. 

But the labor angle is not causing us any loss of sleep 
right now, for the desiré on the part of the rebellious 
workman to get shut of the A. F. of L. makes this com- 
mentator murmur, “I told you so.” Which remark is 
oecasioned by memories of the fight against the passage 
of the Wagner Bill, which was largely based on objec- 
tions to the autocratic rule of the A. F. of L.—not 
against collective bargaining. 

* * * 

THIS DESPERATE EFFORT on the part of the Fed- 
eration to unionize the automobile industry might well be 
likened to “Custer’s Last Stand.” The Federation has its 
back to the wall and a victory would give it a strangle- 
hold on labor in this country which would well nigh be 
impossible for future generations to break. But now that 
rebellion has broken out in Detroit and the dirty linen 
is being washed, labor in other industries may be 
aroused to follow the examples of their fellow. work- 
men. 





* * * 


WITHOUT GOING into details on how 7,000 Hudson 
employes, and 1,000 Oldsmobile men, are in revolt and 
Pontiac threatening to bolt with 6,000 and set up home 
rule and be independent of the A. F. of L., it looks as 
if Green and his colleagues are very much on the spot. 
The Hudson men are most outspoken in their protests 
against what they term “steam-rolling leadership,” mean- 
ing A. F. of L. It seems to me they filed a strong in- 
dictment of the Federation in the statement made by 
A. E. Greer, president of Hudson Local, who, in the daily 
press, is credited with saying: 

“We also found membership in the A. F. of L. ex- 
pensive. It amounted to 35 cents on the dollar for 
each month’s dues and a great deal of the money is 
going to a big staff of organizers here who are getting 
exhorbitant salaries.” 

This statement was made following the withdrawal 
from the A. F. of L. of 7,000 members of Hudson Local, 
said to be the largest A. F. of L. automobile union in 
| the United States. 
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ON THE WHOLE the labor situation so far as the 
automobile industry is concerned is quite satisfactory. 
True, there is the usual grumbling and mumbling among 
the tool and die workers and already Detroit has heard a 
demand for more money. But it hasn’t became so very 
vociferous, for this crowd still remembers last fall and 
winter when millions of dollars worth of business went 

\\‘out of Detroit because of the disastrous strike which 
not only hit the automobile manufacturers hard but 
put many of these same tool and die makers in’ the 
bread line. 

I do not hesitate to predict that there will be no labor 
troubles in the industry before January, if then. So 
long as Congress is not in session there is no danger 
of legislation that will hamstring us. 

* x * 

AND I CANNOT help but express satisfaction over the 
show situation. The plan suggested by Paul Hoffman, 
Studebaker president, to the meeting of show managers 
at Atlantic City is so logical I wonder it hasn’t been 
tried before. While it is not official as yet, and maybe 
it won’t be so styled, yet I have no doubt but what the 
show managers who arrange the circuits will be guided 
by what must be the wishes of the manufacturers. Un- 
doubtedly Hoffman but expressed what is in the minds 
of his colleagues. 

As I get it, the Hoffman plan means there will be four 
distinct and simultaneous show circuit openings. On 
the same date New York will open the eastern circuit, 
Detroit the middle west, Los Angeles the west and 
Atlanta the south.

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GM Dividend Indicates Confidence; August Slackens Pro- 
duction Pace; Sales Hold Firm with Dealer Stocks of New 
and Used Cars Shrinking; No New Models in Offing. 





Forces of depression moved back along a 


Beating broad front Monday as General Motors 
Back the threw its monetary minions into the fray 
Blues in the form of a $20,000,000 extra divi- 


dend. The payment was made on the basis 
of 50 cents a share on the 43,500,000 shares outstanding. 
This is the second crop of recovery fruits which the 
shareholders have tasted. In December last the corpora- 
tion made a 25 cent a share contribution to Christmas 
happiness. Regular annual disbursements remain at the 
depression low of $1 since the directors Monday ordered 
the regular dividend to stay at 25 cents quarterly. The 
extra, however, is the highest since 1929, when the cor- 
poration paid an extra of 60 cents. At that time the 
stock was on a $3 a year basis. This move by General 
Motors at this time has double significance. Alfred P. 
Sloan jr., president, says: “This money passing into the 
channels of active trade will act as a worthwhile stimu- 
lant to business in general.” Sloan pointed out in his 
statement that the earnings for the corporation in the 
first half were in excess of regular dividend for the en- 
tire year plus the extra. Financial position strong and 
the payment well justified. About 350,000 shareholders 
will split the melon. Wage earners and other employes 
cut their melon earlier in the year in the form of higher 
wage rates and salaries. The payment at this time in- 
dicates an increased confidence on the part of leaders 
in General Motors in the outlook for the future. Cori- 
fidence at this time is more valuable than cash.

August slipped through its first week 

August with little to mark it as different from 
Slackens July. Sales have retained a good pace. 
Output Pace In production there has been a general 
but not serious curtailment. This short- 

ening of effort is not due to a corresponding decline in 
actual sales but is rather in an effort to reduce dealer 
stocks to an almost hand-to-mouth basis. In some circles 


this movement has been interpreted as a harbinger of 


new models but investigations here would indicate that 
this development is not in the immediate future. New 
models, as we view the picture at the present, are not 
likely to come into the picture much before November. 

Dealer stocks in most cases are now reported to be 


rounding up into comfortable limits with the average 
supply equal to from five to six weeks. Used car stocks 
are also reported in good shape, Following an active 
selling season it might have been anticipated that used 
car stocks would show considerable top-heaviness. Dealer 


reports to the factories would indicate that this is not 


the case.

Plymouth’s in August with a seasonal reduction in 
First production but report sales holding at a 
Million firm pace. Plymouth today marks the 


completion of its first 1,000,000 cars. The 
event will be marked by a considerable ado at the 
Plymouth plant with Walter P. Chrysler as guiding 
spirit. High state and city officials will be present. 
Plymouth boasts that it now holds the record for any 
company in reaching its first million after the initial 
announcement in less than six years. The previous rec- 
ord was held by Chevrolet which completed its first 
million in nine years. Plymouth production for the 
week ending Aug. 4, totaled 6,431 units. This mark was 
eclipsed by the sales during the sale period which reached 
a total of 8,030, a gain of .4 per cent over the preceding 
week and 8.8 per cent over the same month a year ago. 
With these figures on sales and production, it is obvious 
that dealers’ stocks are being reduced at a good pace.

GM _ Dividend Indicates Confidence; August 
Slackens Production Pace; Sales Hold Firm with 
Dealer Stocks of New and Used Cars Shrinking.

Pontiac is continuing with production in — in 
excess of earlier estimates but somewhat below July 
figure. Sales during July showed only a seasonal decline 
and dealer stocks were reduced about one-third. Used 
car sales are reported good, with stocks on hand only 
about 1,000 units above the stocks at the beginning of 
the selling season.

Hudson, in line with the general trend, is expected to 
hold production down to an extent during the remainder 
of the current month. This company started a month 
or more back to reduce dealer stocks, with the result 
that at the present time stocks are in extremely good 
shape. The company has enjoyed an exceptionally good 
business in the south during the first six months of the 
year, with sales showing an increase of 192 per cent 
over the first half of 1938 as against an increase by the 
entire industry of 77 per cent. Nationally, the sales of 
the company are up 94 per cent in the first half as 
against a gain by the industry as a whole of 46 per cent.
